He bad been ill some time and dangoi- 
ously £0, but up to a day or two ago it 
was thought his iron constitution wonld 
pull him through. Since then, how- 
ever, !iia constantly failing strength led 
hi? friends to anticipate the worst. The 
trouble which caused death was a com- 
plication of diseases of long st.ndiiitf, 
began in the form of dvsjHjph'ia, result- 
ing in an enlargement o'f the prostrate 
"land, followed In- an abscess on tin- 
liver. 


The whole faninVwas at his bedside 


when the General breathed his last. 
His last words, spoken with effort, were, 
"I 11 m dying, I am dying." The funeral 
will be held in this city on Friday, and 
the remains will liu in state at the 
Mc-thodi3ttihurc.il the day previous. 


[ Jeremiah McLnin "Rusk was born in 


Morgan county, Ohio, June 17, 1830. 
He divided his time between farm work 
and the acquisition of a common school 
education till he attained his majority, 
and in 1853 removed to Wisconsin arid 
eiiL'atied in agriculture in Yernon coun- 
ty. He entered the National army in 
tSti2, was com missioned major of the 
Twenty-fifth Wisconsin regiment, rose 
to the rank of lieutenant colonel, and 
served with General William T. Sher- 
man from the siege of Yickslmrg to the 
close of the war. In 181)5 he received 
the brevet of brigadier general of volun- 
teers for meritorious service at the bat- 
tle of Salkchatchie. He was elected 
bank comptroller of Wisconsin in 1866, 
whii-ii jtust he held till 1S70, was chosen 
to congress as a KepubHcan in the latter 
year, served three years, and as chair- 
man of the committee on pensions per- 
formed iinjtortaiit services in readjusting 
the pension rates. From 1872 he was 
elected governor of Wisconsin for three 
successive terms, llis last appearance 
iu public life was in the oilice of secre- 
tarv of agriculture under ex-President 
Ifarmonj

He 
ays: "A large portion of Blount's re- 
ort consists of personal attacks 011 me 
ml those associated with me in the pro- 
isional government, impugning our 
eracity, good faith and courage, charg- 
ig us with fraud ami duplicity.

lough he states I was a leader in the 
evolutionary movement, he never asked 
ue u question nor gave me an opportu- 
ity to make a statement the eauie time 
ie did a largo number of other men who 
ook a prominent part in the movement 
ast January. His evidence consists ex- 
lusivcly of prepared affidavits or an- 
gers to leading questions put by him- 
iclf at private interviews, no one else 
eing present but a stenographer. There 
•as no opportunity in his cross-examin- 
tion to contradict or explain cvi- 
eice." 
Thurston enters a specific denial to 
llount's statement that Stevens and 
Viltse acted in collusion with the revo- 
utionists. Ue says tbe troops did not 
perate with the committee of eafety, 


and the committee had no more knowl- 
dge than did the Queen's government 
rheie the troops were going or what 
hey were going to do. The result of 
;he movement would have been event- 
lally the same if there had not been a 
nar i ne within a thousand miles of 
Honolulu. The committee of safety was 
openly organized for the avowed pur- 
io;e of overthrowing the Queen, and 
ihere was no attempt at concealment of 
he objects and intentions of the com- 
mittee. The Queen and her supporters 
ire utterly demoralized and devoid of 
eadership. The committee and aup- 
lorters united and bad ample force to 
ixeeuto their purpose. 


Thurston gives in detail tbe troubles 


of the early part of the present year and 
mentions the intense indignation exist- 
ng among all classes of citizens by rea- 
on of the open and successful alliance 
of tbe Queen with the opium and lottery 
rings. Thureton seema in a cheerful 
ramc of mind and feels the administra- 
ion has now iired its heaviest gun. 
At the state department today it was 


said the newspapers had been given all 
n the. Hawaiian matter except the in- 
structions to Willis. It is stated the 
net ructions will be niude public in 
rlonolulu and then come to this coun- 
try. It is asserted tbe information re- 
ceived on the Australia was highly sat- 
sfactory to tbe administration and 
ihowed just the progress expected. The 
>elief is expressed that a change has al- 
read}- been accomplished and the nest 
steamer will bring the important infor- 
mation that Minister Willis has carried 
out his instructions and the restoration 
of the Queen has been complete.

Warren Hill, the Sanger constable, ar- 


rived in Fresno yesterday afternoon, 
having in custody an Indian named 
Wurlopi Towcher, who was booked at 
tho jail on a charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon. 


Towcher and two other Indians named 


John "Wilson and Pony wore at the 
Stephenson place on Fanchei* creek, 
Monday night, carousing, having ob- 
tained the jag-inducing juice at a way- 
side saloon near there. 


They ?oon drank themselves into the 


usual frenzy and began to light. Tow- 
cher drew his knife and slashed madly 
at Wilson, inflicting wounds all over his 
body, some of such which are of a nature 
as to leave slight hope for Wilson's .re- 
covery. 
One of Towcher's thrusts severed Wil- 


son's left ear from the head, another cut 
deep into bis leg and a third struck 
Wilson under the arm. There were 
many other wounds, but less serious 
than these. 


Notice of the affair was sent to Sanger 


a id Constable Hill started in pursuit of 
Towcher. Tbe knife-wielder saw Hill 
coming and tried to escape, but Hill 
finally ran him down near Burton's and 
took him to Sanger. 


Towcher had his preliminary exami- 


n ition before Justice Cummings 3'ester- 
day on a charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon and was held to answer in the 
sum 
of $2000, after which he was 


brought to Fresno. 


Towcher was seen at tbe jail yester- 


day and spoke willingly of the affray. 
Hu seems more intelligent than most 
Indians of his kind and spoke English 
finite well. He stated he did not stab 
Wilson and that there occurred no light 
between them. 


He claimed that it was Pony and Wil- 


son that fought and Pony did the stab- 
bing, not, however, until lie had been 
first stabbed by Wilson. Towcher ex- 
hibited no signs of having beeri in a 
light, except what appeared to be a 
bruise on bis face.

A Koyal Hooli Uujcr. 


Empress Catherine n of Russia was a 


great reader aud a lover of books. One 
of her sen-ices to letters in Russia was 
tho purchase of tho libraries of Voltaire 
nnd Diderot. She was a warm friend 
and admirer of these French philoso- 
phers, and their work interested her be- 
canso she was eager to learn new theo- 
ries of poliacs and government. Vol- 
taire's library of about 7,000 volumes is 
now a part of the Russian imperial li- 
brary in the Hermitage palace, and in 
the hall devoted to it is Hondon's status 
of Voltaire. 


The story ot Catherine's purchase o, 


Diderot's library is interesting. It is 
creditable to her tact and her generosity. 
Diderot named £15,000 as the price of 
bis library. 
Catherine H offered him 


£16,000 and named as a condition of tho 
bargain that her purchase should remain 
with Diderot until his death. Thus Did- 
erot, without leaving Paris, became 
Catherine's librarian in his own library. 
As her librarian he was given a yearly 
salary of 41,000. 


One year this salary was not paid. 


Then Catherine wrote to her librarian 
that she could not havo him or her li- 
brary suffer through the negligence of a 
treasurer's clerk, and that she should 
send him the snm that she bad set aside, 
for the care aud increase of her library 
for 50 years. At tbe end of that period 
she wonld mako new arrangements. A 
check for f ?5,000 accompanied this let- 
ter.—Youth's Companion.

His enure 
manner indicated he did not consider 
the nows reliable or that ho entertained 
the opinion it did hot cover the emire 
situation. Tie opened his mouth only to 
laugh. It is supposed ho dill hot wish 
to express any opinion until he should 
receive au official statement from Willis, 
and this was tho interpretation put 
upon his silence by people intimately 
associated with him in the department. 
"It is ho wonder," said one of these 


gentlemen, "if Gresham views this an- 
nouncement with iueredulity..

venting them. An attempt to attribute 
any considerable proportion of the har- 
rowing record of railroad horrors to the 
wilful neglect of employes is simply pre- 
posterous.

Most 
bankruptcy laws in the past have been 
too cumbersome and costly for (he good 
of either debtors or creditors, in many 
cases officials and lawyers petting nearly 
everything insolvent estates realized.

comes exceeding £4000 per year, the Post 
says: 


Such a tax is ideally just in principle. 


Precisely in accordance with a man's be- 
longings does lie experience the protect- 
ing benefit of government, and it is ob- 
viously to be desired that the ricli should 
be made to pay in proportion to their 
wealth toward the common expenses. In 
: 
ractice, however, it is not the richest-, 
ut the most truthful man o! means who 


is shorn under an income tax. 
The 


millionaire tvhf'pe conscience isnotslrict 
on the point of false swearing—and the 
conscience of millionaires are not no- 
tably tender when their financial interest 
is involved—will escape ordinarily with a 
payment ridiculously outof keeping with 
his pile. Tbat ^yas the case when tiie 
income tax was in existence before. 


Still the tax will be popular with all 


whose incomes are below $4000, whicli 
means the immense majority of the 
American people, and it will be produc- 
tive of a large revenue. For the latter 
reason it will give the Democratic con- 
gress greater liberty to deal with tLe 
tariff. 


• The fact that the income tax makes a 
non-protective tariff possible is in itself 
u serious objection. Xo better means 
than a tariff on imported goods can be 
devised for raising the revenues of the 
government, for it is the only system by 
which foreign countries can be induced 
to contribute to the national exchequer. 
While the coat of foreign goods is in- 
creased to some extent, it is an ad- 
mitted fact that in order to hold the 
market agflinat competition with do- 
mestic production that prices are cut to 
the closest possible margin, and to that 
extent the foreigner himself pays the 
tariff. It is also a fact that the highest 
duties are levied on articles consumed 
by tho wealthy classes, and in this re- 
spect the tariff eervea the same purpose 
that an income tax docs, and leaves no 
loophole for escape through the con- 
venient and beaten path of perjury. The 
consumers of foreign Inxuriea must pay 


h proportion of the increased cost 


imposed by the duty as the foreigner 
does not pay, and it is about tic only 
tax which he does not find the means of 
escaping. An income tux might serve a 
uecful purpose when a reasonable pro- 
tective tariff fails to afford a sufficient 
revenue, but it is not wanted to take the 
place of a tariff necessary to protect the 
industries of this country from disas- 
trous foreign competition.

Their fare is not only coarse and cheap, 
but according to. ail American ideas, is 
repulsive 
and 
unwholesome. 
They 


spend little in this country; they send 
and take all they possibly can away 
from it. The vast majority have no in- 
tention of becoming citizens of 
the 


L'nitcd States, and only dimly under- 
stand what citizenship means. 


What chance in the wage market is 


there, against competition of this sort, 
for the seli-respccling American-bom 
laborer who wishes to live decsntlv, to 
marry find bring up a family respecta- 
ble, to lie a citizen well educated enough 
to vote intelligently? We cannot ex- 
pect our workiijgmen to be of ;i higher 
standard of civilization than those-of 
Hungary or Italy if we deliberately put 
them under the same conditions. The 
effect of this sort of labor in the oast ia 
not so dissimilar to that of the Chinese 
in California that it should not serve to 
arouse eastern sentiment to something 
like an adequate understanding of the 
evils which arise from the presence in 
this country of an alien and degraded 
r;u-o like Ihe Chinese. The plain fact is 
tiiiU time has coino when not onlv the 
Ciiiiie^e, but other classes of ignorant, 
dojiradt'i! 
and criminal immigration 


should In; hiirml out of the country. 
The drain of money to foreign countries 
is but one of the many evils which have 
grown out of unrestricted -immigration.

nese to develop the factory system suf- 
jciently to eupply not only their own 
needa, but to export to other countries, 
and with the countless millions of China 
engaged in manufacturing, and no tariff 
G keep out their products, the Ameri- 
can workinguian would have a chance 
.0 know what ia meant by free trade. 


Another industry is being developed 


in China which will have a most un- 
avorable influence upon one important 
jranch of American industry when 
'tariff reform" goes into effect. An 
enormous new branch of trade has 
sprung up from Xorihern China in the 
wool of sheep and goats. .Every year 
rool ia collected from more remote 
regions, from Mongolia, the provinces 
of Kansuh and Thibet, and it gradually 
finds its way to Tientsin, the transport 
from tho ulterior being made on camels. 
As the construction of railways pro- 
;resses the facility for bringing the wool 
to seaports will be increased, and Chi- 
nese wool will add to the already for- 
midable competition that threatens 
American wool growers. 


China is simply following-the rule 


prevalent in all moilcrn countries above 
the rank of savagery, says tbe New York 
Press. The people are learning to pro- 
vide what they need, and have no in- 
tention oi remaining a market of the 
world for the bent'iit of anybody else.. 
Japan already has flourishing manufac- 
tures, India 13 rapidly shaking off the 
commercial yoke of Great Britain, an 1 
in nearly every country of the OM 
World where people know enough to 
wear clothes, they are learnin •; to make 
the clothes.

More Arguments in Favor of Gov- 


ernment Control. 


EDITOR 
Ki-;ruiiLiCAN : — Our present 


banking system, though it is called a 
public matter, is protected by a "tariff" 
of 10 percent on issues outside of cur- 
rency based on government bonds, 
which limits competition and enables 
those in the business to reduce it to the 
same level as factory, railroad and other 
callings. As a result of this, the bank- 
era have entire charge of the matter, 
and they are now a "trades union" 
merely, through which they, by having 
learned tbeir trade and "cornered their 
skill," bid defiance to all opposition. 
This has made them ft "wheel within a 
wheel;" that is, they arc a power inside 
of government corporation greater than 
the- whole. 


I have no fault to find with thia so 


lone aa the uystern of making private 
wealth instead of public wealth is the 
bn?is of currency; in fact, it is in the 
best possible shape under this condi- 
tion, as their skill enables them to do it 
much better than those who know noth- 
ing about the, trade. T know that about 
iili the ills of life are laid at the feet of 
the bankers, but this is not fair, for as 
long this condition exists they must look 
out for themselves the same as other 
callings. Of course we do not see the 
banker taking much worry about oth- 
ers. He does not sit up of nights to 
weep over their sorrows, unlrpp, like, the 
balance of us, he should want an office, 
in which cast* he poes out amon^ the 
"dear people," kissing their dear chil- 
dren, whether white, black, olran or 
dirty, and saying all kinda of pretty 
things to parent*. We make this de- 
fense of the banker, not because we ap- 
prove of the system, but to show

Other thimra re- 
quired are samples of wool, mineral 
specimens, silk, etc.

A NEW VOTING MACHINE 


THAT WILL PKEVKST BALLOT 


BOX STUFFING, 


iBveuted by a Modesto Man—Th« 


Votes Automatically 


Registered. 


From ill* Modesto News- 


It has been our pleasure to be shown 


a votiiig machine, the ingenious inven- 
tion of Julian Mourot, architect of this 
city, which will register voiea auto- 
matically with accuracy, by a system of 
cog wheels, pitmen', levers, tapes and 
springs. These are ail looked into a box 
which cannot be tampered with. With 
each box there arc four different kinds 


keys, all of which are ueedud to opeu 
e machine. These keys are intended 
be placed in the hands of a represent- 


ative of each political party, having a 
ticket in the field, and all must be used 
before the cover can be removed. 


Upon the top of the box, under a 


glass, arc the several ballots of the dif- 
ferent political organizations, contain- 
ing the names of the persons to be voted 
for, with the offices Bought for. This is 
to be placed in the booths provided for 
by the Australian kUlut svsteiu. To 
vote a voter goes into the booth and 
steps upon a platform. The weight of 
the voter rings a hell in the machine 
•which unlocks it. The voter then in- 
serts a. punch in the small, square hole 
opposite the name he desires to vote for, 
which moves the tape one number and 
records the vote. After the punch has 
been inserted in the hole for one candi- 
date a horizontal locking bar is operated 
which locks ttie pitman representing all 
other candidates for that oiiice, so that 
the voter can vote for the sumo person 
but once and cannot vote for anyone 
else for the same ollice. This is con- 
tinued throughout the ticket. In addi- 
tion to voting for the candidates upon 
the ticket, the first name voted for reg- 
isters a mimlwr upon a place for the 
number of ballots cast. This will en- 
able the election board to know how 
many ballots have been cast. 


In addition to the regular ticket, a 


blank ticket is provided for persons who 
desire to vote for some person not on the 
regular ticket. This is done by lifting a 
lever find writing Hie name, lifting the 
lever acts the same as punching the pit- 
man ami locks the horizontal bar for all 
other persons in nomination for that 
office. When the voter has cast his bal- 
lot he steps from the \ latform, the bell 
is again rung and the machine is locked 
until another voter enters the booth and 
steps upon the platform, when another 
. '-'jflot can be cast. A lever at the top o£ 
,'' f3 ticket can be used to vote a straight 
14 ticket. Upon an indicator on the end 
of the box, also incased in glass, is a 
duplicate of the names being voted for 
and the number of votes cast for each. 
This enables the board of election to 
make out their tally sheets without de- 
lay, the votes being registered opposite 
the name of each candidate. 


The voting machme'iB made of riveted 


joints so that it will not get out of order 
if laid in any position. It is fourteen 
inches wide, twenty-seven inches long 
and twelve inches deep. A patent has 
been applied for and it will undoubtedly 
be granted. Upon its introduction it 
will undouttedly commend itself to all 
who favor a pure lial'ot. 


Mr. Mourot, the .inventor, has been 


at work upon his invention since Janu- 
ary last, and we predict that he has a 
machine that 
will 
be 
universally 


adopted. All the phases of the Aus- 
tralian ballot have been closely studied 
by the inventor, and everything about 
the mac-bine meets the requirements of 
the law.

PRACTICE SHOOT. 


The question is often asked as to how 


ow a price eau be paid for raisins, and 
ie business of producing them still be 
ontinued with profit. 


While a few isolated examples are not 


afe criterious by which to judge an iu- 
ustry, they serve to sh^w what cau be 
ecomplished even under the most dis- 
ouragmg conditions. 


Messrs. Gordon & Grans have juet 
nished handling the grapes from their 
Ineyard of 132 acres, ah.ut two miles 
ast of Fresno. The vines aits five years 
id. The first crop was picked and 
ried for raisius, yielding 250 tons of 
rst-clasa raisinB. 
On the 132 acres are 159,000 vines, 
nd the vield was over eight pounds of 
•aisins per vine. The second crop was 
ieked by contract at #1.25 per ton, and 
ieldcd 321 tons of green grapes, or al- 


her over nine tons of gmpes per 


ere. 
The second crop grapes were sold for 
5.50 per ton on the cars, or M net, 
ringmg $12S4. About half the raisins 
avo been sold at 3)4 ceutsa pound, and 
the balance can be sold to make an 
v-erage of 3 cents a pound they will 
ring $15,000. This with the $1284 for 
rcen grapes gives $16,2S4 for the crop. 
The cost for maintaining the vineyard 
ud handling the crow has been $t>GOO. 
he difference shows a net income oi 
9084 from 132 acres of vineyard at 
rices little more than half of what 
iftve been sometimes obtained. 
This is probably an exceptional exam- 
le.tho vineyard being extra good and the 
jianngement judicious, but it demou- 
tratea that with good land and proper 
management raisin growing can etill he 
lade nrolitable in Fresno with prices 
s low as they are ever likely to be. 
The Estrella vineyard of 300 acres, 3- 
ear-old vines, haa yielded this year 350 
ons of first crop raisins, and 1,588,840 
ounds, or about 700 tons, of second 
rop grapes, which were sold to the Min- 
urn winery at $4 a ton net. 
Even at 


tiese low prices there is encouragement 
or raisin growers to continue, and with 
lie prospect of a more reliable and 
.rofitable business in the coming years.

In this case, insteat 
Of only a one-fifth guarantee of pay 
ment, we have the entire wealth of th 
nation at at its back; or, allowing tha 
iu this relation we need ^OOO.GOO.OOC 
for circulation, wo then have to guaran 
tee this $60,000,000,000 or more to re 
deem it. Tims it is scon, instead o 
only one-fifth of n guarantee, we have 
$20 of deposits to pay each outstanding 
dollar. 
Now, which of tlicec twopropo 


sitions is honest with the public 
Which one proposes to umkc that lion 
est dollar we .hear so much said about 
Ts it tbeonctbat offers an unimpeacbabli 
security or one that holds the possessor 
in uncertainty? 


The proposition may be made plainer 


as to its nature by considering the na- 
tion as a great corporation in managing 
the currency issue and supply. Each 
citizen would tlien hold atock to the ex- 
tent of his wealth, and as such would 
be entitled to such amount of issue 
ihereou as was considered safe by the 
majority of holders. The fact that this 
is the real aim in forming government, 
and that each member is subject to tax- 
ation to keep good all losses and ex- 
penses of public management, and to 
support armits of defence, pay pensions, 
etc., certainly pretty clearly entitles the 
subject to some benefits for this service 
rendered ; and we think he should be, 
after paying a^ this out *or fc'ie public, 
and get 1 1 is currency when ho needed 
it, nt n low or reasonable rate, "without 
having a fhark to make him pay for (ho 
privilege a high rate of interest, or even 
to have to go to some foreipn country 


nd pay it interest that should be kept 


at homo. 


Taxpayers do a good deal of "high 


kicking" (this applies to men only) 
about the amount they have to pay and 
the uses made of it. This, perhaps, is 
quite proper, but I have often wondered 
why they were eo incapable about sec- 
ing where it went to. They see mount- 
ains in the waste in their local expendi- 
ture—and it is no doubt too high— 
which leaves nearly every dollar with 
the community, but fail to see the loss 
of $200,000,000 annually of interest paid 
foreign countries for reallv nothing, and 
the $800,000,000 annnnl tribute of inter- 
eat and rent paid tonon-nroducers. Tax- 
payers will find the study of this new 
money theory very important to them, 
as they will readily see that it alone will 
give them any very material relief. 


As a means of settling the tramp ques- 


tion, anarchism and general lawlessness, 
it opens up a very simple remedy. 
With this theory in force, there would 
he relief from tho tux .burden and pro- 
ducing would become profitable, which 
would soon put all willing men at wnrk 
and would and should compel all others 
to cither work and take up citizenship 
or leave the country. Those facts arc 
eo self-evident that I nei-d hardly dwi-11 
upon them, ns ail expcrk'nrc shows that 
when the means of production were at 
hjinil, when we had the inont'y to sus- 
tain operations of business, wo hml ron- 
tcntment mid liUlu troublti to preserve 
order. But when money was under 
manipulation, thru nil these evils are 
felt, and in fact much greater than id 
manifest, as thousands that were strug- 
gling to build up factories and pay for 
homes found themselves ruined by it; 
in fact, they met such a result aa is beat 
expressed 
by
